When the government started its program of build-|' 


ing giant dams throughout the United States for the 


purpose of flood conrol, irrigation, navigation, etc.,|, 


the publie was given to understand that electric power 
development would be a by-product, and largely sold 

| to existing private electric transmission systems for 
a distribution to consumers at equitable rates to be es- 
1 tablished by the government. 
Actually Federal power agencies followed an op- 
posite policy. The dams have been used primarily for 


power purposes to compete with private enterprise, |^; 
thus destroying taxable assets, while themselves re-| i 


maining tax exempt. 

The result has been hundreds of millions of dollars 
of unneessary public expenditures loaded onto the 
backs of already groaning-taxpayers. 

In California, however, an example of how Federal 
dams can be operated according to the original pro- 
gram, has been witnessed, Under a contract with the 

1 Federal Bureau of Reclamation, power from the great 

—- Shasta dam, which will in faet provide irrigation wa- 

ter to many California farms, is being sold to the 

Paefic Gas & Electric Company which serves North- 

ern California. Beginning January 1, 1945, the com- 

pany will pay the government a minimum of $2,700,- 

a year for the output of the dam, and payments 

may exceed $3,000,000 a year—millions which the gov- 

ernment may apply to operating costs and to reducing 

- the cost of water to the farmers of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys. 

How much better is such a poliey than for Federal 
agencies to start duplicating the distribution facili. 
ties of private power companies, thereby destroying 
taxpaying business. 

This constructive policy should be adopted in other 
areas where tax-emempt Federal dams are being used 
for political purposes to cripple or destroy private 
power companies in furtherance of an out and out 
Program to socialize the electric indust;
